STILL AT LARGE. 


No Intention of Joining Northern 
Rebels Yet. 


Shanghai, Last Night. 

A lengthy doclaration, which 
has an important bearing on tho 
political dovclopments ‘of the 
antl-Nanking coalition in tho 
North, is expected to be {asued by 
Mr. Wang Ching-wef, .the loader 
of. the Leftists of the Kuomin- 
tang. The first part of the de- 
claration will be devoted: to a 
fleree denouncement of Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek, who fs regard- 
ed as the enemy of democracy, 
while the second part will em- 
phastse that, after the overthrow 
of the Nanking Government, ho 
wilt support Marshal Yen Hal- 
shan’s suggestion for the re 
organisation of the Kuomintang 
party and the unffleation of tho 
country, : 

It Is alao reported that, follow: 
ing the publlention ‘of this de- 
claration by Mr. Wang Ching-wat 
a general secretariat, representing 
the various groupa of the Kuomin- 
tang (except the Nanking clique), 
will be formed in Peking in 
chargo of party affairs, and thero- 
by a provisional government will 
emorge on the lines of that now 
in Nanking. 

If we take this declaration at 
its face. value, it seems Nkely 
that the politfeal views of .Mr. 
Wang Ching-wel and Marshal Yen 
Hsi-shan have been reconciled 
and complete harmony botween 
the leaders of. the anti-Nanking 
coalition ‘Is, posalble. #5 

[It may be noted in passing 
that there Js no question as to 
the views of Marshal Feng. Yu- 
halang because he, has’ always 

- been a stout ‘supporter of ‘the 
Leftist clique.)

,  Everton’s Bad Luck. 

One of the charges against profes 
sional football {a that the “power of 
the purse” operates at the expense 
of the sport in the game. To an 
extent the charge fs true, but every 
new and then evidence arlics to 
rrove that wealth cannot command 
success, We have had that driven 
home thls season by the experiences 
of two of the wealthiest clubs in the 
country — Everton and “Neweaatle 
United, F 

They have poured out: enormous 
wealth tu secure winning teams and 
hve failed. No matter how new 
men have been signed, they have 
been unable to get out of the rut, 
and Everton has not escaped dis- 
enter In the shape of relegation to 
the Second Division. 

The blow will be felt by them 
more than‘it would be by several of 
the other First Division clubs, be- 
cause they have such o'proud reddrd. 
I'verton are one of the original 12 
clubs of the League, and they have 
been able to boast of the fact that 
they alone have never been relegat- 
ed or hove had to seek re-election 
to the First Division. 

Considering the many players of 
talent they have had on the books, 
and atill have, it is hard to explain 
why they have come to thelr danger- 
vus pass. For two years ago, Ever- 
ton were the Champions of the 
League. No doubt, much of their 
decline has been duc to the falling 
of in form of their one-time “star” 
forward, Dean, Not very long ago, 
this young centre-forward was 
the hero: of  football—iingland’s 
centre-forward, and he put up the 
remarkable record of. scoring 60 
yoonls in one scason. He went up 
like. rocket. Alas! he has come 
down like a atick, 

Eggs in One Basket. 

Everton appear to be paying the 
penalty of eurrying all their eggs in 
ene basket. Any football follower 
will tell you that It beeume the policy 
of Evertun players to play up to 
Dean, for Denn to seore the goals. 
That was why the popular cal 
“Give it to ‘Dixie’” arose. Dean, 
however, became a marked man, and 
with hls activities always closely’ 
watched, he found his scopy limited. 
When he ‘failed others ‘ could not 
make up the deficiency. 

But it was ever thus in football. 
Nowadays, great players fade away 
more -quickly than ever before. 
Scoring forwards are like meteors. 
The First Division will certainly 
lose a decided. asset if Everton go 
down, because whatever may have 
been the weaknesses of the Liver- 
pool club, the team has always 
endeavoured to play artistie and 
entertaining football. It has served 
up polished football rather than 
slap-dash Soccer, 

Such a club’s officinis would not 
find it easy to get out of the Second 
Division, for in the “Lower House,” 
three classes of football have to be 
negotiated—the smart teams near 
the top, teams almost ns good as,in 
the First Division, then hard-plus- 
King teams in the middle, and lastly 
tho desperate fighters in the depths 
of the table. In the First Division, 
teums are more on an equality.

of the Welsh Football Union, if cor- 
tuin spenkors are volcing truly the 
opinions of the second-class clubs In 
Wales. At general meotings of the 
Union each nMfitinted club is entitled 
to have two ~ representatives, and 
there arc 89 clubs in membership. 
The first-class clubs aro compara- 
tlvely few. Close behind Cardiff, 
Swansea, and Newport are Llanelly, 
Neath, Aberavon and Pontypool, 
while Bridgend, Cross Keya, and 
Penarth have claims to recognition. 
Thus there are ten clubs who” pos- 
xibly would stand together, but as 
they could command only twenty 
votes oul of 178 it is obvious that 
if the other clubs present a united 
front drastié changes in the con- 
stitution of tho Welsh Football 
Union are posalble. ioe 

Two powerful organisations, the 
West Wales League and that in 
Monmouthshire show distinct signa 
of restiveness, Some of the junior 
clubs feel that they are not ndequate- 
ly represented when pliyers are 
chosen for trial and international 
games, and although the selection of 
a national side should be above all 
retty club considerations, the 
malcontents have more support than 
usual because of the lack of ability 
shown by the match committee this 
season, The avernge follower of 
the game feels that: the committee 
have failed to make good use of 
splendid material at thefr disposal.

Hilaire Belloc 
Criticised. 


[“Richelieu,” by Hilaire Belloc; 
Benn, 21/1 
This hook would be vastly im- 
proved were alx hundrod fen- 
tencea (Le, about two por page) 
exelsed. Nearly every one of 
{heae refers to one or other of 
two things, ‘or, 98 Mr. Belloc 
would aver, facts: viz, that the 
Reformation destroyed Buropean 
civillaation and culture, and that 
in Protestant countries power was 
transferred from the kindly hands 
of Kinga to those of ‘the now 
gentry who had grown rich on 
Church loot. — Such rolteration 
makes Mr. Belloc’s claim uncon- 
vincing. His elaim Is, an usual, 
that humanity’s only hope of 
Elysium is to plnce itself under 
the nogia of the Vatican. But 
methinks Hilalre — protests too 
much, and his cry of “Wolf” ia 
itkely to be unheeded.

Much 
of this book is prillinntly done 
nnd really informative, and from 
it we: get n clear iden of the 
gentus and duplicity of the great 
Cardinal,  Mr.: Belloc marshals 
his facts with skill and exposes 
them clearly, but nll too often. 
and just as we are beginning to 
like him, he spoila the effect by 
some propagandist tox. Wis trent. 
ment of Gustavus Adolphus ia, we 
think, unfair, The Swedish Kind 
who (even our auther admits it) 
was a genius, was no mere puppet 
dangling on atyings pulled by 
Richelieu. We are an certain as 
we can be of such far off ovents 
that Guatavus would have enter 
ed the arena without French gold, 
especiatly after the nack and 
frightful massacre of Madgobure 
hy Tilly, a crime regarding which 
Mr. Belloc says significantly

i Howard Payne wrote has long been 


torgotten. 

Soniechow the song alwoys weoms 
particularly British. The whole Idea 
of home is a British one—why, there 
isn’t even a corresponding word for 
It dn French So It's always some: 
thing of a shock to remember that 
the author of the haunting words 
was not a British at all. 

Payne's ;‘Home Sweot Home,” the 
ld house where his boyhood was 
apont and which he afterwards im- 
morfaliged in the song, was an Un~ 
pretentious wootten, abodo at Enat 
flampton, on Long Island, and he 
waa entircly Amorican. Still, wo 
may take comfort In the fact that 
he went to Britain aa o prodigy 
actor when ho was quito a young 
man, and that the song was first 
sung at Covent Gardon Opera louse 
In Moy, 1825, and taken to the henrt 
of a British, audience before his 
éelow-country-mon Byer heard ft.

By the tlmo this happened Payne, 
who had made a tremendous hit 
some yenrs before fn both countrics 
as a atrikingly handsome nnd talent- 
ad young tragic actor, had grown 
much atouter than waa becoming in 
Hamtet and Romeo, cand had for- 
aakon the honrds in favour of play 
writing. “Home, Swoet Home,” was 
written in Paris In a momont of 
groat’ worry and diMculty, whon

new opera called “Clari.”

When quite young and 
on the stage In Boston, he wanted 
to ‘marry a beautiful girl he met 
there.

HO would aspire to be Governor of Hong Kong? 
Sir William Peel is entitled to our sympathy. ; 

After three and thirty years in the service of the Binpire in 
British Malayn, one would have thought that for the few re 
maining yeurs before he reaches the pensionable age he would have 
been retained in that niche of the Empire to which he has hitherto 
been wedded so long. But, the Colonin! Office has decreed other. 


wise, and, like a good “Scout” in the interests of Empire, Sir William 


not only obeys, but obeys most cheerfully. 

British Mulaya is the loser. Hong Kong is the gainer. This 
Colony has nothing to regret. Tt was inevitable that sooner or later 
Sir Cecil Clementi would cither be transferred to one of the richer 
“plums” at the disposal of Downing Street or even be transferred 
from the jurisdiction of the Colonial to the Foreign Office with a 
certain high post in the Far East. Those who ‘did not know their 
British Malaya could not naturally be expected to associate Sir 
Wiliam Peel with the Governorship of this Colony. And yet, in 
Malaya itself, it was felt years ago that very high honours would 
sooner or later come the way of Sir Willinm Peel, and’ that it was 
merely a fortuitous circumstance that Malaya was permitted to 
kecp him so long as it did. ; - 

Having come hove, and having mot face to face the men on 
the spot—the men who really matter, let Downing Street think 
what it will—Sir William was wisdom personified in declining the 
obvious invitation, a8 expressed in the address of welcome, to ex+ 
press uny, views upon the.long list of local problems with which hy 
was confronted. ‘He must think that so far as concerns our wants, 
we' have an embarrassment of riches, and that it- will require tho 
guile of the serpent and the wisdom of a Solgmon to divide the wheat 
from tho chaff. The list of local problems must strike even the 
average resident as a formidable: one—too formidable for a newly- 
arrived Governor to assimilate at tho firat gulp. It might be tedious 
to repeat that list in detail here, and yet the careful student of civic 
politics would be hard put to it: to know which of them could really’ 
be classified as of secondary importance. Nor would it be an easy 
task to stipulate which ought to take premier ‘place in the con- 
sideration of the new Governor who, incidentally, is fortunate in 
having 28 henchman, for a short time at least, the Hon. Mr, 
Wilfred T. Southorn who has once again added lustre to his. re- 
putation during tho interregnum botween Sir Cecil's departure 
and Sir Willinm’s arrival. ee + :

| FLOATING PALACES. 


‘Dollar Steamship o/s 


Enterprise. 


TWO LUXURIOUS SHIPS. 


On October 26, 1929, the Dollar 
Steamship Company sigrmed a cone 
tract with the Newport Nows 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co., of 
Newport News, Virginia, for the 
construction of two combination 
passenger: and freight stenmers. 

These ships will bo steel twin- 
serew vessels, with glirhtly raked 
steam and scmi-cruiser stern, and 
will have two stacks and two 
musts. They will be capable of 
maintaining .sea speed of 21 
knots. 

Ench steamer will cost in the 
neighbourhood of $8,000,000 and 
will be modern and up to’ date in 
every respect. 

Particulars ‘and dimensions of 
these vessels arc as followsi— 

Displacement tonnage, 31,000; 
urosas tonnage, 23,000; deadweight 
tonnage, 16,000! length, 653 feet; 
beam, 81 feet; depth, 52 feet. 

Cargo Capneities. 


The general cargo capacity will 
be 682,000 cubic feet. Refrigera- 
tor cargo capacity will he 67,000 
cubic feet, which will be handled 
in 16 boxes. In addition to’ the 
above, these ships will have faci- 
lities for taking care’ of ap- 
proximately 1,200 tons wood or 
cocoanut oil. 


Passenger Accommodations. 


Each stenmer will havé accom- 
modations to take care of 320 
first class, 185 special class, and 
800 steerage passengers, 

On the aft end there will be o 
swimming pool, size 18 by 26 feet, 
with an adjacent sand beach ap- 
proximately 9 by 18 fect. The 
pool will be in the open and will 
have awnings for coverings. 

Just forward of the swimming 
pool on the port side will be 
situated the gymnasium, = This 
will be an “L" shaped room, 
approximately 20 fect long by 19 
feet wide with an 8 feet ceiling. 
This gymnasium will be fitted 
with the latest, necessories.

Reorganising U.S. Car 
Industry, 


Detroit, Mich, March 8. 

One cffect of the readjustment 
whieh the automobile industry Is 
undergoing is expected to be the ree 
form of conditions under which cars 
are handled, at retail. With ‘tho 
$16,000,000 junkIing plan to bo 
cperntive this year and a wholesale 
push-out of second hand ‘care, now 
tn progress, there has dovycloped a 
general sentiment that conditions 
governing retail selling of new cars 
must be revised. .

‘und dealers alike recognise the fact 
that the cost of cats to the public 
hus been consistently lowered for 
the last ten-years. At the ‘ same 
time the muterialsy that go 
into them, the — performance 
that they give and their Ife 
time of service have been bet- 
tered, While this has been going 
on, it Hkewise ia coneeded that the

HILL CLIMBING FEARS. 


- Gear Changing. Bogey : How Best to Do It. 


[By the Hon. Mra. Victor Bruce.) 


There [a no clomont of car driving 
more feared and more bimgled by 
the beginner than hill climbing. 
Vhe renson for tho “foar and tho 


bungling fs largely tho fear of, and. 


inoxpertnass with gear changing; 
but that is not all-there [s to It. 
Quite the worst dud most common 
fault Is the tendency to hang on to 
top gear until the engine is prac- 
tically nt its Inst gasp; and the rea- 
gon for this is that the slower’ the 
car Ja travelling, the ensler [t Is to 
get Into a lower gear! 

In fact, If the engine is allowed 
almost to die away, it Is seldom 
much use to change morely to the 
next lowest gear, because even that 
will be too high at the slow rate of 
engine revolution, and consequently 
{he small amount of power availnble, 
so that the beginner, having changed 
to third or second (according to 


whether It is a four-apeed or threo- 
speed gearbox) has immediately and 
unexpectedly to change again to 
second or first, ag the case nay be. 
Flustered Drivers, 

There is un extreme likelihood 
that he will be flustered at this sud- 
den call upon his resources of pro- 
ficiency, with the result that the 
gear change is foozled, and at the 
Lest, fhe car Tomes to a standstill, 
or, at the worst, begina to run back- 
wards down the ‘hill. And J do not 
know of any more terrifying sensa- 
tion than that, either for the inex- 
pert driver or his perfectly innocent 
and inoffensive passengers!

Whether tlio gear should be 
vehanged and, If so, when, depends 
upon the enr, the length and 
gradient of tlio hill, its straightness 
or otherwise, and tho speed at which 
‘tho-car 1a travelling, and the con- 
ditiona of traffic on the rond.- It Is, 
therefore, impossible to lay down 
any hard and fast rules. 

Many a. short, but most, pre- 
cipitous hill can bo climbed oxsily on 
top gear if other conditions pormit 
that it shall bo “rushed,” while on 
many another of three “times its 
length and only a third of its 
gradient, corners, slippery or rough 
surfaco or other trafile, provent any- 
thing but a moderate speed from 
belng attained, so that It-fs necos- 
sary to charge to a lower gonr in 
order to obtain the engine revs 
necessary to jive the requisite 
power. 

Revs, Mean Power. 

The point that the novice docs not 
fully appreciate, I fancy, is that 
revs, do: (ilturally) mean powor. 
The better the engine, the more 
Nlexible it Ia; or, in other words, the 
leas the degree to which the power 
cutput Is:affected by loss of speed. 

But théoretically, and even actual- 
ly, so far ag thnt gous, the internal 
combustion. engine has no definite 
rate of revolution at which its 
maximum power Is developed, and as 
the lond inereases, owing to the 
growing severity of the gradient, the 
more necessary it is to keep the en- 
gine running a3 near to that eritical 
rate as possible. ‘ 

Tf for any reason one ennnot reach 
the reys. on top gear, it is necessary 
to change to a lower gear ‘in order 
to make the engine run faster for 


_ a given rate of road travel.

Another thing worth remembering 
in that It is possible to over-rov. an 
engine which producos an effoct upon 
{t that cannot be othor than bad in 
tho long run. Tho conscientious 
novice, for Instance, after reading 
these notes might docido that In 
future he will chango gear really 
early—beforo {%e labouring of the 
engine domands it. That would bo 
all to the good; but tha lower gear 
may quite well be a [ttle lower than 
{sn absolutely vital, with the result 
that, if the accelerator is kept hard 
gown, it may run well above its 
critical, full-power-producing speed, 
and not only tond to rack itself to 
Pieces, but actually produce leag 
power than if .it was run more 
slowly. 

Graphs and power 
have noither intorest nor compre- 
hensible moaning. for the avorage 
motorist, but such a curve, plotted 
for powdr production against engino 


curves may 


revs., shows immediately that it Is 
useless to pass the “ponk’” rate of 
revolutions, since the power falls off 
quite sharply. . 

The practical meaning of this Is 
simply that while it is adylaable to 


‘should then bo run on as Nght a 
throttle as possible. according to the 
nradiont. 
The drivor’s only means of judg- 
ing is by the speedometer; and every 
owner of a car ought to know the 
Various speeds ‘in miles por hour up 
‘to which the car will run comfort- 
ably on the various gears, This Is, 
in fact, a grent help in scientific 
gear changing, for, if the point is 
watched {t soon becomes instinctive 
to judge by car exactly to what ex- 
tent the engine should be revved up 
at any givon rond speed In order to 
drop alicnfly into the next lower 
gear: It is the vital factor. be it 
sald, In double-declutching.

Pneumatic Upholstery, 
an Asset. - : 


During’ the past few years 
pneumatic upholstery has grown im- 
menaely in public favour; now thore 
haa beon introduced a very Interest- 
ing type which is calculated to make 
this kind of upholstery oven more 
popular In view of the very fine 
riding comfort which it provides. 
Such ist, In fact, that although the 
cnr in whieh wo tested the new 
cushions and squabs was an old one 
and none too well sprung, it could 
be driven over kerbs and very 
rough stretches of road without the 
passengers experfoncing any of the 
usual jolts, and bumps (anya the 
Motor).

ETHYL PETROL. 


Committee’s Final 
Conclusion. 


“There are no rensons for pro- 
hibiting tho use of ethyl petrol in 
thia country.” 

This is the conclusion of the De- 
partmental Committea on ethyl 
petrol (petrol containing a small 
proportion of Jead tetra-cthyl), cx- 
pressed In its final report, issued. 
Other polnts of the report are: 

The widespread use of ethyl petrol 
for motor vehicles would not in- 
crease the proportion of particulate 
lend in the atmosphere to such an 
extent as to conatitute a risk’ even 
to the health of those most exposed 
—traffie police and drivers. 

In a pronerly ventilated garage 
there would be no danger from cx- 
hausts or from the evaporation duc 
to spillage, and even in a badly ven- 
tilnted garage the danger due to 
spillage would not be serious, 


no risk from absorption owlng 
to the contact of athyl. petrol with 
the wldn is nogilgible. 

“While doposlta cdrom oylindor 
+heads and other parts of cara using 
cthy] petrol contain a high porcent- 
ogo of lent, thoy are of little signi- 
ficunce to garage workers if duo 
regard Is pald to ordinary cleanii- 
ness, ; 

“Thore is no danger to water sup- 


plies from the use of ethyl petrol.” 


Precautions Needed. 

The Committee docs not recom- 
mond any legislative actfon so long 
as the terme of the contract betweon 
the proprictors uf the fuel nnd tho 
digtributors secure the > continued 
observance of the following precau-

day, and pedestrians would retain a 
much smaller quantity. On these 
figures, neither pedestrians nor

-} dangerous quantities,

“puffa’ were blown out of exhaust 
pipes. 

“In view of the fact,” it fs stated, 
“that a mixture equivalent to seven 
enbie éentimetres of ethyl - petrol 
was applied daily to the shaved skin 
of rabbits for 180 days without the 
occurrence of ill-effects, even garage 
workers whoge skin {3 most Hkely to 
enme Into contact with ethyl petrol 
cannot be regarded ag subjected 
to any danger.” ‘

CHASSIS CARE. 


The Lubrication 
Problem. 


The gradual evetution’ of the 
modern aystem of chassis lubrication 
ts really a reflection on human na- 
ture. Beense of mins 
{dloness, ull sorts of kinda of 
Ingentous Httle mechanisnw have to 
be evolved and fitted to cara in order 
to do his work. | 

Tho orlylnat 
lubrication was 
severely simple, Where a minor 
hearing for, say, a countershaft, 
a brake red, or a part of the ateer- 
ing gear existed, somoone dritled a 
hole through the surrounding metal 
into the bush and countersunk the 
hole. No more than half an hour's 
work, as a rile, was sufiicient for 
the chossia to reeeive {ly proper 
meed Of lubricant, But—and this 
waa the trying part—the owner of 
the car hnd to spend a grent deal of 
time Jying on his back undernenth 
it, poking the long spot of an oll ean 
into small and innccesastbly placed 
holes, [It was not long before vach 
counteraunk hole received its due 
counting of dust stuck toyether by 
vconpgenled ofl, wherefore the manu- 
facturer next used a small lubriea- 
tor with n lid and so advanced a + 
atep. 

Since ail very speedily ran from 
the oarly types of bearings, wrense 
had to be substituted. For this the 
screw-down cap naturally followed; 
but whatever method was adopted, 
there remained one difficulty, The 
lubrieators which came easily to 
hand received, if anything, too much 
oll, while those bearings which pre- 
sented any difficulty: in bela reaeh- 
ed received very little, some running 
dry until such time as a variety of 
nolves heralded =the day when a 
somewhat expensive repalr bill had 
to be faced. Gradually but firmly it 
was borne in upon designers that the 
average owner disliked going round 
his car with an oil enn only a ahade 
fess than he disliked the compara- 
tively messy business of attempting 
to MM gre: cups which stendfastly 
refused to be filled. 

Then the-problem was tackled in 
another way, and after special tins 
which made it relatively easy for 
anybody. possessing: on jugglers 
wbility to fll grease cups had been 
tried, the cup was removed, a nipple 
took its place, and a single high- 
Pressure grease or oil gun was sup. 
pifed with the car, . This idea was 
at first heralded with great joy, but 
subsequently proved juat as likely to 
he neglected; for if a man will not 
use a grease or of! gun of what value 
fa an elnborate form of nipple? 

Nowadays matters have advanced 
considerably farther, and at present 
there are signs that the chaagls 
lubrication ‘problem is being tackled 
from: two distinct pointy of view, 
both being very sensible. In one 
systent all the bearings are automa. 
tleally aupplied with ofl; in the 
other, the bearings either are made 
to do without one or are pucked 80 
that they do not = require fresir 
lubricant more frequently than per- 
haps every tweiv? months. 

‘Automatic Lubrication. 

Automatic chassis lubrication ts 
directly evolved from the grease 
yun; it dates from the day, in fact, 
wen some geaius thought that if 
the gun were made rally big and 
Were fixed to a part of the chassis, 
grease or ofl squirted from it could 
be led by pipes to the bearings, thus 
reducing almost to-n minimum the 
amount of manuel work required. 

Of course, the easier became the 
process of chassis lubrication, the 
wreater the grumble of the owner 
of the car, ns ha then pointed out 
that the fixed gun was all very well 
in its way, but it soon emptied itnelf, 
and then he was required to under- 
take the messy: job of refilling it. 

That led to another clever idea 
the Tecalemit system, It reduces 
the exertion inyolved in chassis 
Jubrication te mere pressure on a 
button, The driver presses a button 
which connects the top of a special

eylinder with the, Inlet pipe of the 
engine, and the depression in the 
inlet pipe operates a plunger in that 
cylinder, In Its turn the movement 
of the plunger sucks oil from the 
base chamber of the engine and de- 
livers it through a number of pipes 
to the various bearings. and the oil 
thus extracted from the base cham- 
ber ds replaced, when next the aump 
iy filled. The ofl, having been in 
clreulation, is warm, and therefore 
flows freely from the small pipes 
altiched to the auxiliary eylinder. 

Since there are some bearings 
which need more oil than others, an 
ingenious bale ts introduced in the 
shape of u small portion of efreular 
rod, having a .coarse screw thread 
cut on its exterior when plenty of 
oil is to be supplied, and a fine serew 
thread for st lesser ofl feed. The 
oil passes round these threads on its 
way to the bearing, Possibly some 
bearings -may be over-lubricated 
with this system, and some may not 
receive their full supply, but, at all 
eventa, a little renches all of them, 
and that Is as near the ideal as one 
cin possibly hope for in the present 
state of chassis evolution. 

‘The necessary oi! may ‘not be 
drained direct from the crank case; 
La small auxiliary tank can be used 
instead, in which case, of course, the 
owner of the car has to fill the tank 
at Intervals, . 

The Stutz system, which ia inter- 
esting for purposes of comparison, 
differs really only in detail, a valve 
being operated by hand through a 
trigger placed on the engine side of 
the dashboard, the valve allowing 
crank case ‘oil to flow to the chassis 
henrings whenever required. To 
lubriente the chassis, therefore, the 
engine is kept running slowly, the 
bonnet is raised, the trigger o-er- 
ated, and the operation proceeds. 

Rubber For Bearings, 

A device known as the Silentbloc 
can be used at dozens of different 
points which normally have a bush 
requiring lubrication. The term 
Silentbloe dovs not renlly explain 
the nature of the device, Briefly, it 
consists of a thick ring of rubber 
which is forced on to n steel bush, 
aatecl sleeve being forced on to the 
outside of the rubber ring; suMf- 
cient pressure is used to make cer- 
taln that neither the bush nor the 
external sleeve can move relative to 
the rubber. It js obvious, to take 
noalngle example, that If the ex- 
ternal sleeve were fixed tightly to 
the end of a leaf spring, and if what 
fa usually the shackle holt were 
passed through the inner bush to 
clamp auch a bush firmly to a brae- 
ket or to a dumb fron, then the 
spring can only move by flexing the 
rubber, in which cireumatances {t 
will require no lubrication, The 


adoption of this device means, in 
fact, that the bearing concerned 
ceases to need any lubrication. 

There is ‘another method of tackt- 
ing this {mportunt problem. Instead 
of bushes, large bull or roller races 
can be used, and can be relied upon 
to give a year's wear with ono 
packing of lubricant, They will 
only need to be ‘repaeked with 
lubricant, therefore, when the car is 
looked over at the end of a yenr’s 
use, This arrangemont does not en- 
tirely delete the “ necessity for 
lubrication, but very nearly does ao. 

These examples should serve ag 
proof that.within the next few years 
people will wonder what was meant 
when we of this period talk nbout 
the -“dilicultics of chassis lubrica- 
tion.” Those who consider that 
every car should instantly be pro- 
duced with some form of automatic 
lubrication for its minor bearings 
must remember that every feature 
added to a car costs money. The 
pipes, nipples and extra mechanism 
of the single-shot ~ lubrication 
szheme, cqually with the parts of the 
automatic lubrication scheme, add a 
considerable sum to production 
charges. Roller or ball bearings are 
expensive, and even the use of tho 
rubber system may make a com- 
ponent cost considerably more than 
it did before, 

Such cost hes 
someone, and the someone will be 
elther the purchaser or the manu- 
facturer, If it is the purchaser, 
well and good, but the demand to- 
day is strong for less expensive 
ears. If it is the maker who stands 
the Incrense, then, some method of 
saying an equivalent sum in the 
manufacture of the car has to be 
thought out and brought into 
effective opcration. : 

In the Jong run a complete system 
of chassis lubrication will probably 
pay for itself. But to many pur- 
chasers the first cost is all import- 
ant, and devices to convert exlating 
ears ure not very easy to design. 


AUTOMATIC SPRAGS, 


A Novel Invention 

We have often advocated the fit- 
ting of a sprag to the modern car 
which , would automatically hold it 
from running backwards on a hill 
and would thus relieve the driver 
of the awkward manipulation of 
clutch, throttle and brakes at pre- 
sent necessary when restarting 
under such conditions (saya the 
Motor). Certain of the novel 
transmission systems which have 
been developed during recent years 
embody un automatic spragging ac-

Consequont- 
ly, it {a intoresting to record thnt 
considerable. progress is boing 
made by a sprag invonted by a-Bri- 
tish ongineer which we originally 
described nenrly a year ago and 
which has since withstood severe 
teats vory successfully, 


We tried this dovice the other 
day as fitted to a Morrls-Oxford car 
and found it to be very quick and 
poaltive in action, not allowing the 
ear to run back moro than an inch 
or so aftor coming to reat up-hill, 
Matters are so arranged that the 
sprag {4 held fn an Inoporative 
position when top, sccond speed or 
reserve specd Js engaged, but is-ro- 
leased in rendinesa for action when 
the gear lever is in frat speed 
or neutral, Consequently, when 
stopping on n hill the driver has 
only to push the gear level into nou. 
tral in order to prevent running 
back, and when he subsequently en- 
gages firat yenr the sprag action 
remains, so making it quite un- 
necessary to operate the brake. The 
only reason for making the Sprag 
inoperative on the other geara is 
that by this expedient the rate of 
wenr of the parts is reduced. 


The spray itself fits behind the 
gearbox and consists of a toothed 
wheel mounted on the tall end of 
the main gear ahaft, with which 
engage four stout pawls. Sur 
rounding the pawls is a control 
ting which, if moved angularly to 
n amall extent, by a lever, holde 
the pawls out of action. We ought 
also to explain that one pair of 
pawls is offsct to the extent of half 
a tooth, so that the maximum back- 
lash is only half the pitch of -the 
teeth, 2 

The control lever, which doter- 
mine whether or not the pawls are 
operative, is actuated automatical- 
ly by a cam plate sliding In guides 
and carried forward to the gear 
lever. The lower end of the’ gear 
lever slides in un, L-shaped slot in 
the plate and the ball end of the 
control lever works in a V-shaped 
slot. Placing the geur lever in 
neutral causes the control lever to 
come into the centre of ‘the 
V-slot, in which position ‘the 
pauls are operative; the ear 
lever can then be moved into the 
speed notch without affecting the 
pawls, Moving it into any other 
position, however, causes the cam 
plate, to slide and the V-slot then 
operates the control lover and ring 
In such n way as to raise the pawls.

Chen Tino-yuan 
has already arrlved at Tsining where 
the neccessary preparations have 
been mado to welcome the President. 
After the inspection, of the troops 
in Tsining, the President will pro- 
ceed to Tainan, The Tainan Rail- 
way station has been decorated Tn 
honour of the occasion. 

The President has decided to re-
